area is to have people out there 
say that there is something 
good," Cooper said.

ABC tapped Cooper to create 


a new children's show about a 
year ago.

1 
just said he had wax wings and 
flew too close to the sun so they 
melted. I only hope that some- 
time Icarus may be mentioned 
and some kid who saw the 
show will say 'Oh, oh, I know 
something about that,' and be 
interested to know more."

in the race so that his oppo- 
nent. Guy Hatfield of Rogers, 
will win the nomination. 


Cain says the 
Republicans 


figure that Hatfield, who lod 
the ticket with almost 50 per 
cent of the vote in the first pn 
mary last week, would tx1 the 
weaker opponent for the GOP 
incumbent, John Paul 
Ham- 


merschmidt, in the November 
general election. 


Hatfield, 65, a retired actor 


and businessman, says that if 
then? has been a Republican 
crossover vote for him in the 
Democratic primary, he has no 
knowledge of it. 


"If he (Cain) knows it, he 


knows more than I do," Hal- 
field said in an interview. "A.s 
far as who voted, why they 
voted and how they voted, 1 
have no way of knowing. I want 
every vote I can get. If the Re- 
publicans want to vote for me. 
that's up to them." 


Cain, 28, a businessman and 


lawyer who learned he passed 
the bar examination two days 
before he filed for office, said 
Hatfield was a Republican "ve- 
hicle." 


"The ignition system of that 


vehicle is the brain trust of tin- 
Republican party, the carbure- 
tor is the power of certain key 
people in our counties and the 
gasoline is a lot of that green- 
back money," Cain said 


Hajnmerschmidt,

"safe" seat, but Hatfield and 
Cain believe he is beatable.

Both Cain and Hatfield are 


political newcomers in a race 
that has not attracted much at- 
tention. Cain is the son of an 
official of the Faubu-s adminis- 
tration. Hatfield, who was bom 
in Missouri about four miles 
from the Arkansas line and 
grew up in Benton County, re- 
tired to Rogers in 196'J after a 
long and varied arti/ig career.

be changed 
w i t h 
comparative 


ease. One way is lo "get your- 
self known" by a new name. But 
a speedier, safer way, allowed 
almost everywhere, is to have 
the change formally approved in 
a court procedure. 


Generally speaking, you may 


choose any name you please. 
However, courts do retain a cer- 
tain amount of discretion to say 
no. 


The most common reason for 


a refusal is to prevent fraud. In 
one case, a man seeking a name 
change admitted that he had 
seven unsatisfied judgments hang- 
ing over his head. The court 
turned him down, figuring that 
he 
was 
mainly 
interested 
in 


throwing creditors off his trail. 


Commercial considerations also 


blocked another man's attempt 
to drop his first, middle, and 
last names in exchange for a 
single name. The court said: 


"Approval of the use of a sin- 


gle name would cause disruption 
of official records and complica- 
tions in our economy, largely de-
